That the Supreme Court ruling should exclude Japanese 


from ol'taining citizenship in the United States is no surprise 
to anyone familiar with preceding decisions on the naturaliza- 
tion acts. But the process of reasoning by which a fundamental 
law is interpreted deserves- the attention of citizens. 


From 1790 onward the privileges of naturalization were 


confined to "free white persons/' and in 1870 those of African 
nativity or descent were included. The General Naturalization 
Act<of 1806 differed in wording but left the plain intention to 
perpetuate the rule in force ever since 1790, plus its single 
enlargement to take in Negroes. 


"Among many able Japanese arguments was one to the 


effect that the framers had in mind, originally, the exclusion j 
<$ Negi-oes and Indians, as outside the designation, "white." 
The Supreme Court, on the contrary, maintained its functions 
to be to seek the intent of Congress and to give effect to it. 
Thus it became a simple matter of deciding whether Congress 
meint what it said in the earlier acts and if a suspicion is 
aufflciert to evade the plain intent of that day; the Court as- 
sumed >roperly that if Congress had intended to make such 
a radieil chfnge in viewpoint Congress would have said so 
specific illy and not have left it *o surmise. 


Quite apart from the Japanese exclusion question it is 


very interesting to see the Supreme Court recognizing in Con- 
jrress the superior authority and defining its own functions 
thus shiirply. One of .the chief grievances brought against the 
judiciary has been the tendency to deprive Congress of the 
effect of its law-making efforts. 
The scrupulous regard, in 


this instance, for the simplest and most literal intent of Con- 
gress is the true function of the Supreme Court as most citizens 
view it and as-all of them desire it to be construed.

That the Supreme Court ruling should exclude Japanese 


from ol>taining citizenship in the United States is no surprise 
to anyone familiar with preceding decisions on the naturaliza- 
tion acts. But the process of reasoning by which a fundamental 
law is interpreted deserves- the attention of citizens. 


From 1790 onward the privileges of naturalization were 


confined to "free white persons/' and in 1870 those of African 
nativity or descent were included. The General Naturalization 
Act-of 1806 differed in wording but left the plain intention to 
perpetuate the rule in force ever since 1790, plus its single 
enlargement to take in Negroes. 


"Among many able Japanese arguments was one to the 


Affect that the framers had in mind, originally, the exclusion j 
of Negroes and Indians, as outside the designation, "white." 
The, Supreme Court, on the contrary, maintained its functions 
to be to seek the intent of Congress and to give effect to it. 
"Thus it became a simple matter of deciding whether Congress 
meint what it said in the earlier acts and if a suspicion is 
aufflciert to evade the plain intent of that day; the Court as- 
sumed >roperly that if Congress had intended to make such 
a radicil chfnge in viewpoint Congress would have said so 
specific illy and not have left it to surmise. 


Quite apart from the Japanese exclusion question it is 


very interesting to see the Supreme Court recognizing in Con- 
gress the superior authority and defining its own functions 
thus shiirply. One of .the chief grievances brought against the 
judiciary has been the tendency to deprive Congress of the 
«ffect.c>f its law-making efforts. 
The scrupulous regard, in 


this instance, for the simplest and most literal intent of Con- 
gress is the true function of the Supreme Court as most citizens 
view it and as-all of them desire it to be construed.
